He added that he “nourished the 
faith that the mother house of the 
Benedictines would soon be rebuilt, 
and that, owing: to how much the 
world owes to this Order, our appeal 
(for funds) {s monde to the rich ¢s- 
pecially and to all those who possess 
n generous soul,” : 

The Pontiff concluded the encycll- 
cal, which is Jn Latin, with a special 
Apostolic benediction to Benedictine 
monks.—United Press.
